“The whole area of the United States,” 
says the New York Herald, “from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and Gulf ot Mexico 
to Maine, including lakes, mountains and 
everything else, and exclusive of the newly 
acquired Territory of Alaska, is about three 
millions of square miles, or near two 
thousand millions ofacres. We may safely 
estimate thata third of this is useless for 
cultivation—that is, a third, probably, is 
covered by lakes, rivers, deserts and barren 
mountains. This would make the soil of 
our vast- republican empire under cultiva- 
tion and capable of being cultivated 
amount to httle over twelve hundred mil- 
lions of acres, The soil of the States and 
Territories owned by individual citizens 
may amount to five hundred mullions of 
acres. Out of the remaining seven hun- 
dred millions the appropriations already 


It is be- 
coming a question in the minds of some 
persons, who have been in a position to ob- 
serve the working, of that body, whether 
it would not be better for the business of 
the country if the sittings of the National 
Board of Trade were discontinued alto— 
gether. The thing is more showy than 
useful, and the number of hatchets and 
axes brought up to be ground at each ofits 
sessions is fearful. Insteadof a conyoca- 
tion of merchants, it acts as if a great many 
of the members are mere schemers, 
using the organization as a sort 
of wheelbarrow, to trundle their 
hobbies and jobs into Congress. 
New England is always on hand with her 
schemes, bidding for indorsements, to 
enable her to go betore Congress and press 
her claims (?) with more assurance and 
greater probability of success. C 

men take to jobs like ducks to water, and 
if one is presented with the indorsement 
of a Nationa] Board of Trade, the tempta- 
tion to put money in their purses by a 
seeceming concession to the demands of a 
reputed business organ is irresistible. 

The National Board of Trade, at its re- 
cent session, has blazed the way for more 
fat jobs than the most active lobbyist | 
would have dreamed of in ten years, 
and now it is left to be seen 
how soon Congress will bite and 
how the people will stand it. In com- 
menting upon its deliberations the Chicago 
Times says: “It is not a little remarkable 
that every panacea for human wants, 
longings or imaginings which this National 
Board of Trade Convention prescribes, in- 
volves an appropriation of money, or some 
other representative of value, by Congress. 
The navigation of certain rivers is restricted; 
Congress is asked to appropriate money 
enough to remove the _ restric- 
tions. . Certain transverse railways 
interfere with the profits of Mis. 
elssippi steamboatmen; Congress is re- 
quested to place restrictions upon the rail- 
roads. Ocean steamship lines do not pay; 
Congress is requested to render them ‘tem. 
porary assistance.’ Steamship lines to the 
West Indies, South America, China, Aus- 
tralia, Bombay, the north and the south 
poles, and ‘other foreign parts,’ are not 
supported by the demands of our foreign | 
commerce; Congress is requested to subsi- | 
dize such lines. The commerce of the 
country does not warrant the investment 
of private capital in the building of a new | 
Pacific railway; Congress is memorialized | | 
to grant ‘liberal subsidies’ (the meaning of | 
which the public very well understand) to 
induce combinations of speculators to en- 
rich themselyes by the construction of ‘a 


made by Congress and those proposed to 
be made to railroad corporations and for 
other jobs amount to over four hundred 
millions, or much more than half the ayail- 
able territory belonging to the government 
and people. These stupendous grants and 
proposed grants cover an area larger than 
twenty Sjates of the Union—that is, all 
New England, New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Ohio, 

Virginia, North and Seuth Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, and 
Louisiana. Congresses have 
given away to favorite companies two 
hundred and twenty millions, and the bills 
before the present Congress will give away 
a hundred and eighty-nine millions. We 
suppose these bills will pass, as many of 
the members of Congress are interested, 
and there is an all-powerful lobby to press 
them through. Unless the President 
should veto the bills this stupendous slice 
of the public domain and people’s heritage 
will pass to the hands of the railroad 
corporations.” 

In view of these facts, the question ‘re- 
curs, would it not be well for the National 
Board of Trade to commit suicide?

A RACE FOR LIFE.. , 


In a paper lately issued by the Minne- 
sota Historical Society there is an inter- 
esting acconnt of the execution at Fort 
Snelling, in 1826, of four Dakotas who had 
killed some Chippewas, by the relatives of 
the latter. Mrs. Van Cleve, the author 
of the narrative, was a little girl, and 
prebolty she and her mother are the only 

iving witnesses of the event.. Mrs. Van 
Cleve writes: 

“T close my eyes and recall an evenin 
some forty-two years ago, when, in one o 
the stone houses near F Snelling, 
which was our house at that time, a pleas- 
ant company of officers and their fam- 
ilies were spending the evening with my 
parents. The doors were n, for the 
weather was warm, and one of the officers, 
Captain Crnger, was walking on the 
piazza, .when we were all startieil by the 
sound of rapid firing very near us. The 
captain rushed into the house, much agi- 
tated, exclaiming: ‘That bullet almost 
grazed my ear! What could it mean; 
were the Indians surrounding us? 

“Soon the loud yells and shrieks from 
the Indian camp near our house made it 
evident that the treaty of peace, made 
that afternoon between the Sioux and 
Chippewas, had ended, as all these treaties 
did, in treachery and bloodshed. The 
principal men of the two nations had met 
at the Indian Agency, and in the Pa 
ence of Major Taliaferro, their ‘White 
Father,’ had made a solemn treaty of 
peace. In the evening, at the wigwam of 
the Chippewa chief, they had ratified this 
treaty by smoking the pipe ef peace to- 
gether; and then, before the smoke of the 
emblematic give had cleared away, the 
treacherous Sioux had gone out and de- 
liberately fired into the wigwam, killing 
and wounding several of the unsuspecting 
inmates. The Chippewas, of course, re—- 
turned the fire, and this was what had 
startled and broke up the pleasant little 
gathering at my father’s house. 

“The , tana le sought refuge and pro- 
tection with their wounded within the walls 
of the fort, commanded at that time by 
Colonel Josiah Snelling, from whom it 
wasnamed. They were kindly cared for, 
One, a little girl, daughter of the chief, 
excited much sympathy, and I cannot for- 
get the interest I feltin her, for she was 
but @ year or two older than myself, and | 
it seemed to me so cruel to ‘peonwer 3 put 
out her young life. She lingered but a 
few days in = agony, and then God 
took her out of her pain. 

“Meanwhile our colonel, a 
efficient officer, demanded o 

the murderers, and in a very few days a 
body of Sioux were seen advancing te- 
ward the fort, as was supposed, to deliver 
up the criminals. Two eompanies were 
sent to meet them and receive the mur- 
derers at their hands. Strange to say. 
although they had the men, they refused 
to give them up. Our interpreter, I can- 
not reeall his name, a out from 
among our soldiers and said: 

“‘Tf you do not yield up these men 
peaceably, them as many leaves as are on 
these trees, and as many blades of grass 
as you see beneath your feet, so many 
white men will come upon you, burn your 
villages, and destroy your nation.’

he has done for us, the bows and @rrows, 
the mocauks of sugar, the pretty beaded 
mocassins he has giver us; and we wish, 
oh, wish he could have run faster, or that 
the Chippewa rifles had missed fire. 
And we sieep and dream of scalps and 
rifles, war-whoops and frightfal yells, and 
wake wishing it had been a dream. 
“Next day the dying chief sat upin bed, 
painted himself for death, sang his death 
song. and with those five fresh bloody 
scalps about his neck, lay down and died, 
calmly and peers: , in the comfortable 
tie pe nig of a nos home in 
ose ‘ha unting grounds, prepared 
by the ‘ oe Spirit’ for all those Indians 
who are faithful to their friends, and 
avenge themselves upon their foes. 

“A few years ago I told this story to 
another ‘Little Six, ‘Old Shakopee,’ as he 
lay, with gyves upon his legs, in our guard- 
house at Fort Snelling, awaiting execu- 
tion for almost numberless cold-blooded 
murders, trated during the dreadful 
massacre of 1862. He remembered it all, 
and his wicked old face lighted up with 
joy as he told me that he was the son of 
that ‘Little Six’ who made so brave a run 
for his life; and he showed as. mach pride 
and pleasure in listening to the recital ef 
his father’s treacherous conduct as the

HORSE-SHOEING. 


ee 


At a meeting of a egy Soeiety, at 
Dumfries, Seotland, Mons. Charlier, by 
invitation, explained the new method of 
horse-shoeing, invented by his father, a 
veteri surgeon at Paris, which has 
been used with great suecess in France 
for five years on horses employed in differ- 
ent serviees, and has received the sanction 
of the Imperial Agricultural Society. He 
said, substantially,a good shoe- 
ing has been lon sought for; many would 
even no longer shoe the horse, to avoid the 
numberless defects of the usual mode. 
But the shoe is to thieday the only way of 
preventing the wear of the foot; we must, 
therefore, try toreduee the size of the shoe 
as much as possible inreforming it. Our 
shoeing answers this universal want, being 
more natural or rather less artificial than 
any other, being more simple and ration- 
al. Seen in its ensemble, it is quite dif- 
ferent from all other shoes kaown hither- 
to, on aceount —Ist. The whole 
strength is left to the bare foot; also its 
whole form and whole function by never 
paring the foot, never touching the frog, 
nor the sole, nor the bars. 2d. The new 
method of preparing the foot with new in- 
struments to receive the shoe. 3d. The 
new fittings of the shoe round the hoof, 
this alone allowing the pressure of the 
frog on the ground. 4th. No beveling. 
5th. Ita elasticity. 6th. Its narrowness, 
resting only on the width of the crust. 
7th. Its lightness, being about one-third 
the weight-of the ordinary shoe. Sth. 
he new manner of forging the shoe— 
stamping and nailing it. A square, or 
nearly square, little bar of iron is turned 
cold, in a very short time, or hot; one 
man alone can stamp it with two rounded 
punches. The shape and direction ot the 


unusual thickness and narrowness of the 
shoe. The exterior of the hole is a 
rounded oval; the hole is funnel-shaped; 
the upper orifice is square. The nail has 
exactly the same shape—a head of length- 
ened cone shape, a neck strong and solid, 
and a square blade. The nail thus stops 
up the hole hermetically. With these con- 
ditions, the new shoe, of good quality of 
iron, is very solid on the foot—an impor- 
tant advantage, especially for hunters. 
Six, seven or eight holes have different 
directions, according to the inclination of 
the hoof; they are nearly straight toward 
the toe, A shoe with well-stam holes 
can be nailed without danger of injuring 
living —— hole being a guide to the 
nail. 9th. No eaulkins, nor hooks, nor 
toe-pieces. There is no need of caulkins;
